The Trip Round the World. 


A good deal of stir lias been made over 


the journey round the world undertaken 
by an enterprising young American lady, 
who hopes to accomplish the feat in a 
matter of seventy days.

Transplanting Kterffreeus. 


During the. month of August I wit- 


nessed the transplanting of several hun- 
dred Austrian anil SeuU h pines, writes 
Joseph Median in Garden and Forest. 
The result was thu loss of nearly the 
whole lot, and it was such a surprise to 
me that I think the fact-, in regard to it 
worth recording. Tlie weather was all 
that could be wished for, being warm 
ind moist, ami the Mil was in the same 
condition. Tlie pines had l>een growing 
close together in rows and were from 
'our to five feet high. As they were not 
is bushy as could be wished, we thought 
lest to prune them in well, and after tho 
transplanting a man -uns sent with 


ars to clip tlieni closely. This he did, 


utting off all the latest growth, taking 
'roni six to ten inches from the branches. 
Out of 300 plants all were so trimmed 
except some half dozen, s% hich were pur- 
posely left unpruued to see which would 
do the better. At that time I confident- 
ly expected that the pruned trees would 
show the benetH of (lie work. Ilowever, 
they soon began to turn brown, and in 
the end every one died, w hile every one 
of the few left unpruued are alive today. 


As soon as it was observed how the 


matter was going to end another row 
was set out, unpruned, and all tlie plants 
in it are thriving today. No doubt the 
severe pruning was the cause of this 
failure. All the younger or active foli- 
age had been cut away, leaving only that 
which was past its usefulness and which 
was about ready to drop off. Tlie trees 
were, in fact, in just the same condition 
that a deciduous tree would have been if 
stripped of all its leaves in tlie middle of 
summer. It was a costly but a valuable 
lesson, and one -.\orth [nitiing on record 
as a warning to other.-.

Those Terrible Wires. 


It is a certain thing that all electric 


wires will have to go under ground, and 
:he quicker the work is performed the 
better for the people of St. Louis. It is 
a dangerous piece of business to pick up 
tho car trumpet of a telephone'careless- 
y, for a linger may come in contact 
with the brass end, which would bo fol- 
owed by the death of the careless indi- 
vidual if the phono wires were crosssed 
jy any of the electric wires. Take a 
small compass and watch how easily it 
can be upset by simply bringing the ear 
trumpet of this phone within a foot of it. 
This ought not to be tho case, and it 
plainly shows that, the wires are liighly 
:hargcd with electricity, which accounts 
for the loud buzzing sound heard when a 
person endeavors to use the telephone. 
If au exposed electric wire should come 
in contact with a piece of metal on a 
roof, tho result would be a conflagration 
which could not be put out, as it is use- 
less to throw water on an electric wire 
with tho idea of stopping the flames 
which ensue, as water would make a 
non-conductor a conductor, and the fire 
would rapidly spread. The damage to 
various buildings, telephones and switch- 
boards inflicted during the past week 
.vas only the work of the wires of half 
of the companies which have contracts 
to illuminate the city, and what the re- 
sult will be uhen all the lights are ready 
to be lit, nobody can foreshadow.—Inter- 
view in St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


The Slaughter of the Itirds. 


Tlie Japan Weekly Mail is raising an 


energetic protest againt the barbarous, 
but, unhappily, fashionable custom of 
wearing feathers and wings of singing 
birds as ornaments in liats. Tho writer 
declares bitterly against the European 
mode of dress, which is now superseding 
the picturesque and comfortable dress 
of the Japanese women, and asks if this 
latest addition is to be allowed to con- 
tinue. An order has just reached Japan 
from Europe for 100,000 wings. Each 
wing is bought for the small sum of five 
cents, and yet there are to be found 
many people who will kill the native 
songsters for this petty price, to the 
enormous future damage of the farmers.

Sickness In the Scnools. 


The work of the public schools is much 


hindered at 
present by the unusual 


amount of sickness among teachers and 
pflpils. One teacher wrta sick in the high 
school yesterday and the number of ab- 
sences for sickness among the pupils was 
fully twice as great as in ordinary times. 
One hundred and ninety pupils and one 
teacher were absent from the Sangamon 
street school yesterday. Most of this ab- 
sence was caused by sickness.

Twenty-five were absent from 


Church street imd forty-two in Wood 
street. 
In tho Jackson street school

Nearly all these 
absences are attrioutable to colds, coughs 
and similar troubles.

Admitting the importance in a country 


which lias a monarchical form of govern- 
ment that the splendor and dignity of 
the sovereign should be maintained. The 
London Daily News remarks that "there 
are extravagant as well as reasonable 
methods of maintaining all the splendor 
and dignity that may be desirable, and 
few people who give themselves the 
trouble of inquiring into the subject will 
be found to deny that an enormous 
amount of- money has !>een needlessly 
wasted in connection with royal yachts. 


Great Britain is far from being the 


only country in which such wasteful ex- 
penditure has occurred and is occurring. 
Russia ia a great transgressor in this re- 
spect The late czar already possessed 
half a dozen capital yachts when he gave 
orders for the building of the notorious 
Livadia. She was to be the largest and 
most magnificent as well as the most 
original yacht in the world. Unlike all 
other vessels of the kind, she was to be 
constructed with a beam equal to two- 
thirds of her length, so that she might 
not roll, and the imperial family might 
be spared the horrors of seasickness. 
She was to be supplied with three screws 
so that she might be handy as well as 
fast. And upon her spacious deck was 
to be built a veritable palace. The plans 
were carried out, and the Livadia was 
launched at Oovan in 1880. 


EXTRAVAGANT CZARS. 


Probably no one knows what she 


cost, but it is certain that from first to 
last considerably more than £500,000 was 
expended on her. Yet her imperial own- 
er would have nothing to say to her. As 
a yacht bhe was a colossal failure, and 
today bhe is only useful as a kind of float- 
ing barracks in tlie Black sea. The pres- 
»nt czar is, nevertheless, expending a 
further £500,000 over a new vessel, 
which is to be called the Polarnaia 
Zvezda, and whiofc, should she Ixi a suc- 
cess, will have all the magnificence, near- 
ly all the size and more than the speed 
and handinesa of the discredited Noah's 
ark in which his majesty once hoped to 
take his pleasure. 


The czar's extravagance does not in- 


jure us. Neither does the yachting ex- 
travagance of the young German emper- 
or, who, although he possesses in the 
Uohenzollrrn one of the prettiest and 
most comfortable craft of the kind afloat, 
lias just applied to his faithful bubjrcts 
for a grant of money equal to £223,000 
in order that he may build himself anew 
jacht. Thcsi- examples are intPrebting 
to the British taxpayer only because 
they illustrate what appears to be u very 
general triulcncy on the part of the Eu- 
ropean royalties 
It is not until the tax- 


payer comei to consider the royal yacht 
question as it affects him personally that 
hi; experiences any MM-J diicomforting 
shock. 


Her majesty at present eiijiixs the use 


of four yui'hta and tender-;. The yachts 
arc the Victoria and Albi-i land tin- Oa- 
borne and the tender.!, which fur all prac- 
tical purposes art1 yacht* also, and the 
Alberta and the Elfin. 
The oldest of the 


four ia the little yacht Ellin, which was 
built at Chatham in 1S-19, and which is of 
only ninty-thrije tons displacement. Sha 
originally cost~£G,lG8, or about £66 7s. a 
ton. 
The Enchantress, the present ad- 


miralty yacht, is a beautifully fitted 
craft of 1,000 tons displacement, yet lier 
original cost was rather less than £47 a 
ton. It is clear, therefore, that, at the 
outset, the Elfin was an expensive bar- 
gain. She has now been in existence 
forty years, and, during that period, w ith- 
out reckoning the wages of the crew and 
the price of her consumable stores, she 
has cost an additional sum of over £40,- 
000, or, on the average, more than £1,000 
a year, her total cost up to date being 
about £47,000. It is ns if an ordinary 
citizen had bought a house for £0,000 
forty years ago and had biuce spent £41,- 
000, not in adding to it, but simply keep- 
ing it in repair. The little Elfin at this 
moment has cost the country over £5UO 
for every ton of her displacement. 


COMPARING ENGLISH VESSELS. 


Next of the four in point of age is the 


Victoria and Albert, the largest of the 
royal yachts. She is of'2,470 tons dis- 
placement and \\us built at Pembroke in 
1S63. Her original cost, inclusive of in- 
cidental dockyard charges, was £170,820, 
or over £71 a ton. She, too, was expen- 
sive at the out-set. In the thirty-four 
years which have bince elapsed—setting 
aside as before the wages of her crew 
and the price of her consumable stores— 
she has cost, including incidentals, an 
additional sum of more than £387,000, 
or on the average nearly £12,000 a year 
—her total cost up to date being, rough- 
ly speaking, £565,000. As she lies in 
Portsmouth harbor today she has cost 
the country about £225 for every ton of 
her displacement. 
Third in seniority is 


the Alberta, which was built in 1863 at 
Pembroke, and which is of 370 tons dis- 
placement. We regret that we have not 
succeeded in finding out the exact 
cost of this vessel. We are informed 
that it is about £70,000. 


We believe it to be more; but, accept- 


ing the estimate, we pass on to the 
fourth and newest of the royal yachts, 
the Osborue. 
She was built at Pem- 


broke in 1870 and is of 1,850 tons dis- 
placement. Including incidental charges, 
her original cost was close upon £134,- 
000, or about £72 8s. a ton. In the nine- 
teen years that have since expired she 
has cost, including incidentals, but ex- 
cluding wages and price of perishable 
stores, over £150,000, or nearly £8,000 a 
year. There has, therefore, been sunk 
in her a sum of about £153 for every ton 
of her displacemont, or some £285,000 in 
all, and the expenditure that has been 
incurred on the fabric and furniture of 
the four royal yachts is not less than 
£960,000. We have good grounds for 
supposing that it is very considerably- 
over £1,000,000. The average expendi- 
ture per ton nf displacement has been 


more than £20o on a total tonnage of 
4,683, and the average age of the four 
vessels is about 2C years. 


That a great part of this large sum of 


£960,000 has been wasted becomes tolera- 
bly apparent when we examine into the 
relative cost of other ships. The Incon- 
stant is a large iron and wood steam 
frigate launched in 1868, and is there- 
fore 21 years old. Her displacement 
exceeds that of all the royal yachts 
put together by more than a thousand 
tons. A man-of-war is not, of course, 
decorated and furnished as a royal yacht 
is. On the other hand, she has much 
more wear and tear and contains expens- 
ive guns and machinery such as find no 
place in a yacht. The original cost of 
the Inconstant, including incidentals, 
was just over £283,000, or under £50 a 
ton 
There has since been expended on 


ber'a little over £172,000, or say £456,000 
in all. This represents less "than £79 a 
ton, or very little more than one-third 
of the cost per ton of the four royal 
yachts. 


The oldest of our ironclads, the Black 


Prince.to take another case, was launched 
in 1861, and ia therefore of approximately 
the same age as the average royal yacht. 
She is of 9,210 tons displacement—about 
twice that of all the royal yachts—and 
she has cost up to date £740,000 in round 
numbers, or very little more than £80 a 
ton. 
Yet in her twenty-eight years' ex- 


istence she has seen a great amount of 
service, and when we contrast her cost 
per ton with that of the Elfin—£80 with 
£500—with that of the Victoria and Al- 
bert—£80 to £125—or -with that of the 
Osborne— £80 with £133—it becomes very 
evident either that she is very cheap or 
that the yachts are terribly expensive. 
The latter is, no doubt, the fact and the 
main reason of it is not far to seek.
